One of the Moit Severe in Recent 
Yean Rafred in the West 
and Northwest

Thrta Men Were Killed in Chicago and 
One at Miincie, lnd<— The Loaa to 
#reptrty la Reported to 
I So Very Larga. 

Chicago, Doc, 28 - Onp of tho most 
severe storms of recent years has rae;- 
ed throughout the territory lying be- 
tween the Rocky mountaloa and the 
great lakea since early Tueeday morn- 
ing and has caused much trouble to 
street car companies, railroads and 
talegraph companies. 

The latter wore the greater suffer- 
ers, for the blizzard which swept 
through the west and northwest dur- 
ing the last 24 hours was preceded by 
a heavy fog and drizzling rain which 
made the wires almost unworkable 
The Intense cold and tciiific Rale that 
followed close upon the fog, coated the 
wires with Ice and later in thie day 
threw poles to the ground, crippling 
the companies badly. Railroad trains 
were badly delayed all throtish the 
west, some of them being 24 hours' 
late. Street car traffic in all the cities 
of the west and northwest was prac- 
tically at a standstill at some time dur- 
ing the day. 

Storm Still Raging. 

At ('hlcago and east of here Tues- 
day night the storm was still raging 
with the center of the storm being ap- 
parently between Chicago and Clevo* 
land. Reports from Kansas City early 
in the day were that the storm ex- 
tended from the middle of Missouri as 
fkr south as Indian Territory and was 
accompanied throughout ita entire ex- 
tent by high winds and snow which on 
the level would have hcen about a 
' foot In depth. It was drifted so badly 
by the gale, however, that in nearly all 
the cities of Nebraska, Kansas and 
Western Missouri street cartrafflc was 
at a standstill by noon. All trains 
through that part of the country were 
hopelessly behind their schedule. The 
Etorm had reached Eastern Missouri 
by noon and the temperature in St. 
Louis went down 20 degrees in two 
hours, while th4 wind, blowing at 40 
miles an hour, piled the snow up in 
the streets in great drifts. At Omaha 
and Des Moinea, conditions similar to 
those In Kansas City were reported. 
All throughout Western Iowa the fury 
of the storm raged. All trains in this 
section w^re reported one to six hours 
lite. 

Heavy Fall of Snow. 

Tho storm reached westward from 
St. Faul until It covered almost fi • 
entire northwest and from the Dako- 
tas. Eastern Montana, Wyoming. 
Northern Michigan and Wisconsin the 
Btory was tho same from all points. 
The wiri'.s were down in all directions, 
the snow was falling in dense volumes 
and driven by a high northwest gale 
was filling the streets and railroad 
cots. 

In the south conditions were some- 
what better, the snow Jn many iil.ict H 
being changed to a heavy rainfall, 
which was preceded by thunder and 
lightning and followed by high winds. 
Nashville, Louisville, New Orleans, 
Montgomery and Memphis all reported 
exceedingly heavy rains, a rapidly 
Hilling thennoiin tci- and terrific wiml^ 

In its extent the storm was the most 
widespread of any during the last 16 
years. Counting the fog as a com- 
ponent part of the storm, it stretched 
clear from tho Rocky mountains to 
New York and from Winnipeg to New 
Orleans. 

The fatalities reported as due to the 
storm were four men Mlled, three in 
this city and one at Muncle, Ind. 
Assumed, Hurricane Violence. 

The itorm struck Chicago shortly 
•(t«r noon and increased with great 
rapidity until it had assumed hurri- 
cane violence at 5:30 o'clock, wIhmi 
the wind tore through the down town 
■Ci«eta 9t the rate of 72 miles an hour. 
It fell away aftwr that and by 7 o'clock 
had dropped to 60 miles an hour, 
where it remained throughout the 
night, with occasional gusts that 
would howl through the streets with 
the force of a cyclone, tearing down 
■Igns, amaahlng in plate glass win- 
dows and In many sections of the 
down-town district hurling pedestrians 
from their feet and'XnrMtaniAt Ufllt 
delivery wagons. 

In all parts of the city trees were 
^ blown down, chimneys toppled over 
and several frame shacks were level- 

«U with the ground. 

Between noon and 7 o'clock In the 
evening the mercury dropped from 84 
to 11 and was still falling. 



The late repofta from Wiseooaln are 
that the storm was the most severe 

ever known In that section of the coun- 
try. DaiTiape in the city of 'Madison 
is already estimat<'d at IKiO.OOO. In 
Indiana the damage ddnc by th«» storm 
was especially heavy In the oil flelda. 
The loss on derricks alone in th* 
neighborhood of Munct)» is placed at 
$200,000 and at $60,000 around Port- 
land.

Cox, Pern, engineer , of passenger 
train, head cot Mrs. RcribaA Zoeller, 
Fort Wayne, aos* broken and face 
bruised. Miss Anna Dewald, of Fort 
Wayne; Conductor C. R. McDrlde, of 
Toledo, and H. Bishop, Robert White 
and H. J. Hulett, of Detroit, and E. H. 
Watt, of Kansaa City, were slightly in- 
jured. Bishop and White are colored 
porters. 

The wreck was caused by the blow- 
ing out of a switch light during the 
heavy wind and the engineer of the 
freight train running over the switch 
where he was to have waited for the 
passenger tral a.

SILVER RULLION SCARCE. 



All That Is Available In the Country 
Has Been Exhausted. 

Philadelphia. Dec. 28.— John H. Lan- 
dls, superintendent of the United 
StateR mint here, annoimced Tuesday 
Uiat the available silver bullion of the 
country haa been exhausted. Unless 
congress takes prompt action to re- 
lieve the situation by authorizing the 
purchase of more silver bullion for 
coining purposes or by accepting a 
suggested temporary remedy, he said, 
commerce will be greatly hampered 
next year as a result of a $10,000,000 
shortage !n email silver coin. The 
prevailing conditions of the country's 
collateral also entails wholesale dis- 
charge of mint employes to take effect 
on January 1 and unless relief is ob- 
tained from congress, the regular mint 
force will be cut down to a nominal 
number within the next few months.

AFFIDAVIT ARRIVES 

The OneNeeessary to Correct the 
Requisition For Dr. Chid- 
wiek in Sherifl's Hands. 



WILL MAKE SECOND APPLICATION 



Prospective Prisoner Is Net Due to 
Arrive at New York Before 
Tbarsday or Friday. 



Dr. Chadwick Will Be Arrested Imme- 
diately Upon Hie Arrival and the 
Start Will Be Made at Onee 
* Per Cleveland. 

Albany, N. Y., Dec. 28.— Sheriff Bar- 
ry, of Cuyahoga county, Ohio, arrived 
hera Tuesday evening with the afllda- 

vlts necessary to correct the requisi- 
tion of Gov. Herrick, of Ohio, for a 
warrant authorizing him to take Dr. 
Leroy S. Chadwick out of this state 
to Cleveland to anawer the charge of 
complicity in forging the name of An- 
drew Carnegie to the note for $6,000,- 
000 alleged to have been used as se- 
curity by his wife, Mrs. Cassie L. 
Chadwick. He will present the afllda- 
vit to Judge Joyce, the governor's par- 
don and requlsitibn clerk, from whom 
he expects to obtain the warrant which 
he failed to secure upon his first visit 
Monday. 

Sheriff Barry received the misslns 
affidavit in New York Tuesday after- 
noon and immediately came to Albany. 
Arriving shortly after 9 o'clock he met, 
by appointment, Judge John T. Mc- 
Donough, former secretary of state, 
whom ho has engaged as local coun- 
sel in the Chadwick matter. 
Affidavit iQCorperated In Application. 

With the judge he went over tho 
painrs and then had the affidavit in- 
'ori)orated in the application, which 
he will present. When asked why he 
did not immediately apply for the war- 
rant permitting him to convey Dr. 
Chadwick from the state, the sheriff 
replied that there was no hurry, since 
the Pretoria, on which the prospective 
prisoner sailed from Europe, is not 

due here until Thursday or Friday. 

"When Or. Chadwiek arrives on the 
Rteamlhto I wiU be aWiaitliis to arrest 

him." 

He was a.-^ked whetlur any applica- 
tion for a requisition had been receiv- 
ed from the Boston authorities and 
seemed relieved when he learned that 
his was the only request. 

"I don't expect any difficulty now 
In taking Dr. Chadwick to Cleveland," 
he continued. "We shall start as soon 
as he reaches tols side of the Atlan- 
tic." 

The affidavit received from Cleve- 
land and required by the governor's 

requisition clerk before he would 
grant the warrant, is signed by the 
district attorney of Cuyahoga county 
and is a sworn transcript from the 
minutes of the grand Jury that indict- 
ed Dr. Chadwick fOr complicity in for- 
gery. The witness whose testimony ii 
contains is Iri Reynolds, of the Wadi- 
Park bank, of Cleveland. Mr. Hey 
nol^ declared that Dr. Chadwick was 
In Clevelfuid on March 5, 1903, when 
the forgery is alleged to have been 
committed .

Winchester. Ky., Dec. 2S.— After a 
recess of a couple of days the trial of 
tb0 Marcum case was resumed Tues- 
day and about 20 witneases for the 
defense answered to their names. 

So far the witnesses examined Tues- 
day have been clerks in Haj-gls Bros ' 
itore. They agree that when Marcum 
was killed Tom White came across 
the street at once from the court- 
house; that Judge Hargia ordered the 
courthouse searched and that the 
searching party found nothing; that 
Hargls expressed a desire to flin! out 
who did the killing and a wlllingn- ss 
to issue a warrant for his arrest. 
Capt. Ewen, who was with Marcum 
when he was killed, repeate<ily said 
he did not see who did the killing. 

The testimony Tuesday afternoon In 
the Marcum case was not of a sensa- 
tional character. Several witnesses 
testified as to the familiar facts to 
the killing of Marcum, thgt Judge Har 
gis ordered the courthouse searched 
without effect, that he expressed an 
earnest desire to capture the assas- 
sin, that Ewen declared that he did not 
know who killed Marcum and other 
facts that have been previously 
brought out 

Several witnesses declared that the 
reputation of Capt. Ewen for truth and 
veracity was not good and the moral 
character of Rack CottOOSMt Mtt 
wife was bad. 

Several members of the special 
grand Jury which Investigated the 
death of Marcum and indicted Tom 
"While and Curt Jeft for the crime 
were present to testify that th(^ testi- 
mony of Henry Noble on this trial 
was different from that given before 
that body. Judge Benton decided that 
they might testify; that they were 
members of that body and that Noble 
was before It, but that the secrets of 
the grand jury room should be kepi 
inviolate and should Mt be auide pub 
lie.

The Court is Asked to Declare the A( 
leged Combination Unlawful and 
That It Be Enjoined From 
Continuing the Trust. 

St Paul, Minn., Dec. 28. — Attorney 
neneral Moody, for the United States, 
through United States District Attor- 
ney Haupt, and Franli D. Kellogg and 
James M, Heck, special assistant at- 
lomcy general of the United States, 
Tuesday afternoon filed a question In 
the United States district court In 
which he makes the General Paper Co. 
as principal defendant, and a number 
nf other paper and pulp companies, 
;x)niprl8ing what is known as the pa- 
per trust, as party defendants in a 
saM^ to enjoin them and restrain ttem 
from doing business through the Oen- 
eral Paper Co. as the sales agent, in 
violation of the provisions of sections 
1 and 2 of the act of congress, approv- 
t'd July 2, entitled an "Act to protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful 
restraints and monopolies." 

The petition alleges that the defend- 
ants Entered into an agreement to 
combine and control the .'■•ale of the 
product of the different companies 
through the General Paper Co., in that 
the General Paper Co. regulated prices, 
sales and shipment and isrritory for 
the sale of the same and after deducts 
Ing operating expenses of the General 
Paper Co., divided the siir|)lus among 
the members of the corporation. 
The' Oeneral Paper Co. 

The petition recites thai the General 
Paper Co. was chartered under tho 
laws of Wisconsin May 2o, IDOO, with 
a <\apital atook of $100,000, divided Into 
1.000 snares, which were distribiited 
among and are now held by certain 
of the defendants name<l. and that la- 
ter the others wen- taken iiit<j a com- 
bination naming them In the order in 
which they entered the combination, 
and goea on to state that the General 
Paper Co. became the esdiislve sell- 
ing agent of the d^endants with ab- 
solute power to control the output of 
the various mills, fix the prUe of a'l 
paper sold and to whom and upon what 
terms and conditions the paper ahould 
be sold and Into what statea and 
places it shall be shipped and what 
publishers an<i other customers eeeh 
mill shall supply.
